Res HOMAS HUSET Eſquire, being ſeized in Fee of 
Se the Mannor of Winterbori Tompſon in the County of 
Dorſet, did covenant to levy a Fine of it, to the uſe 
of himſelf for Life, the Remainder to his Son Dela- 
line Huſey tor Life, the Remainder to the Firſt, Se-

laline in Tail ; the Remainder to the Heirs Females of the ſaid Dela- 
line to be begotten on the Body of Dorothy Bingham, his then in- 
tended Wife ; with ſeveral Remainders over to diverſe Perſons of his 
name: Thomas Huſey dies. - Delaline and Dorothy, having iflue onely 
_ one Daughter, Elizabeth, levy a Fine of it Sur comers for 590, years, . 
tothe uſe of his laſt Will ; and by his laſt Will did appoint the faid 
term to be to certain perſons intruſt for the paimenr of his Bebts, 
and for the raifing of 20001 fora Portion for his ſaid Daughter | 
Elizabeth, with a Proviſo, that if the next Heir Male of theſaid Dela. 
line, living at'the time of her age of 21 years, Death or Marriage; 
which ſhould firſt happen, ſhould diſcharge rhe Debts: of Delaline, 
and pay the ſaid 20001 and inthe mean time 1201 per Annum for 
the maintenance of the ſaid Elizabeth, and alſo the Charges in the 
management of the.faid Truſt, then the faid Term to be in Truſt for 
ſuch Heir Male. 'Delaline dies, leaving flue onely his ſaid Dangh-
